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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 8, and 10-20 are currently pending in this application. Claims 2-4, 7, 9, 21 
and 22 have been canceled by this Amendment. Claims 1, 5, 8, 10-12, 15 and 18 have been 
amended by this Amendment. 

The Office Action dated April 20, 2006 rejected claim 13 as being indefinite under 35 
USC 112, second paragraph, and rejected claims 1-8 and 10-21 as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,850,495 issued to Baum et al. Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication that 
claims 9 and 22 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. 

Indefiniteness Rejection 

The grounds for the rejection of claim 13 as being indefinite under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, is set forth in part 3 on page 3 of the Office Action. Specifically, the claim is rejected 
on the grounds that is unclear what constitutes the first data source and the second data source. 
Applicants have changed the phrase "first data source" to "first net entity" and the phrase 
"second data source" to additional data entr" to clarify the claim. Applicants thus have amended 
claim 13 in a manner that is believed to overcome the rejection. 

Claim Amendments 

The outstanding office action indicated that original claims 9 and 22 would be allowable 
if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claim. Applicants have therefore amended independent claims 1 and 1 8 to include 
the limitations of allowable original claims 9 and 22. The dependencies of claims 5, 8 10-12 and 
15 have been amended in light of the cancelled claims. 
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Conclusion 

Applicants respectfully submit that the currently pending claims, as amended, are 
llowable the reasons provided above. A Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
